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LOCAL CAMPAIGN 
GROUP WELCOMES 
ASSEMBLY SCHOOL 
TRANSPORT MOVE 


‘STUART’S CAM¬ 
PAIGN’, the local 
group of parents work¬ 
ing for safer pupil 
transport in the Vale, 
has welcomed the 
Welsh Assembly’s new 
‘Safety of Learner 
Transport Measure’. 

Mr David Cunningham 
Jones, who heads Stuart’s 
Campaign, said he was delight¬ 
ed that the Assembly had man¬ 
aged to overcome legislative 
difficulties to be able to pro¬ 
ceed with the new measure. 

Mr Cunningham Jones, 
whose son Stuart, aged 12, was 
killed on a school bus near 
Ystradowen in 2002, told The 
GEM: “This is something we 
have been calling for for a 
number of years. We are 
delighted that action is being 
taken to put these things right.” 

He said that the Assembly 
needed to provide the funding 
necessary from its budget so 
that local authorities would be 
able to implement the proposed 
improvements. 

“They must make the money 
available to councils through¬ 
out Wales to bring in these wel¬ 
come changes. My worry is 
that because of the financial 
situation, there may be delays 
in providing the money needed 
which will delay these 
changes.” 

The organisation will be 
submitting its views to the 
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Assembly during the consulta¬ 
tion period on the proposals. 

The measure was proposed 
this week by leuan Wyn Jones, 
the Deputy First Minister 
responsible for transport in 
Wales. It aims to improve the 
safety standards of buses and 
other vehicles used to provide 
school transport. 

It will enable the Welsh 
Assembly Government to 
place a wide range of require¬ 
ments on local authorities in 
relation to the safety standards 
of school buses, through a 
series of detailed regulations. 

Local politicians also wel¬ 
comed moves by the 
Assembly to improve safety on 
school buses - a burning issue 
in the Vale since 2002. 

Jane Hutt, the Vale AM, 
said: “This new Welsh law 
addresses a long standing com¬ 
mitment to bring forward legis¬ 
lation on the safety standards 
of motor vehicles used to trans¬ 
port pupils and students to and 
from school (learner transport). 

“This is a major step for¬ 
ward towards progressing the 
recommendations of Stuart’s 
Campaign, in memory of 
Stuart Cunningham Jones, 
which I have fully supported. 

“The campaign has been 
pivotal in achieving these new 
laws and engaging with the 
Assembly in trying to ensure 
that the safety of children as 


they travel to school is a top 
priority in Welsh public servic¬ 
es.” 

Vale MP Alun Cairns said he 
was delighted the new measure 
was being introduced. 

“I will give it my full sup¬ 
port. Having called for action 
from the Welsh Assembly 
Government seven years ago, 
after the terrible accident in 
Ystradowen, it is great to see 
that things are finally moving 
in the right direction. 

“This measure will lead to 
compulsory seatbelts on all 
school transport, and finally 
bring to an end the three-for- 
two seating arrangements. I 
will do all I can to make sure 
that the further regulations are 
achieved within the next 
Assembly term. 

“As a parent myself, I 
believe it’s crucial that local 
authorities require that drivers 
of vehicles used for school 
transport receive specific train¬ 
ing, in relation to working with 
children, current seat belt leg¬ 
islation, and dealing with chal¬ 
lenging behaviour. 

“We all want our children to 
be safe and travel to and from 
school with confidence.” 

Mr Cairns warned that it 
was crucial the Assembly 
funds the cost of bringing in 
the changes. 

He went on: “I am con¬ 
cerned that much of this legis¬ 


lation will be written in guid¬ 
ance form, rather than on the 
face of the law. When matters 
are written on the face of the 
law, there is an assumption of 
full funding from the Welsh 
Assembly Government.” 

Plaid Cymru’s Vale 
Assembly candidate. Dr Ian 
Johnson said: “School trans¬ 
port is a very important issue 
for families throughout the 
Vale and I am glad that the 
Assembly is pushing forward 
regulations in this measure, 
which will ensure that every 
child has a seat-belt. Children’s 
safety must be a priority. 

“This will effectively end 
the ‘three-for-two’ concession, 
where three children were 
allowed to take up two actual 
seats, and stop standing on 
contracted school buses. 

“Since becoming Transport 
Minister in 2007, Plaid Cymru 
leader leuan Wyn Jones has 
ensured the passage of the 
Learner Travel (Wales) 
Measure in 2008 and the intro¬ 
duction of the All Wales Travel 
Behaviour Code in 2009, 
which set out the standard of 
behaviour expected of all 
young people on their journey 
between their home and 
school, as well as introducing 
this measure.” 

He added that he hoped the 
measure would be on the 
statute book by the time of the 
Assembly elections next 
spring.

A panel of independent judges whittled 


down the entries for the final round, 
where experts in each category reviewed 
and scored all those shortlisted to reach a 
final decision. 

Chairman of the festival committee 
John Davies said: “We are really excited 
to reach the final round of this important 
competition. In this time of financial 
uncertainty, we hope that this accolade 
will make us more attractive to funders to 
keep this relatively new festival going for 
many years.”

Misled over ‘investment’ 
in the Metrix scheme? 


I N quitting 
Labour, Coun 
Richard Bertin 
should have 
dropped its pre¬ 
tence that the £14 
billion Metrix 
scheme is “invest¬ 
ment” (The GEM, 
September 30). 

Most of the PFI bil¬ 
lions go to salaries, 
financing costs 
(bankers), profits and 
board-member bonus¬ 
es - to Metrix’s main 
partners Sodexo, 
Raytheon and Qinetiq. 

Only £700 million of 
the Metrix scheme is 
real ‘investment’. 

MoD spending on new 
service family housing 
and WAG/MoD spend¬ 
ing on roads are sepa¬ 
rate burdens on public 
budgets - £700 million 


is not the biggest 
investment in Wales, 
being less for example 
than the £750 million 
St Davids 2 retail 
development in 
Cardiff. 

In the planning 
application in April 
2009, the claim of 
5,000 jobs was 
replaced by 3,000, of 
which some are mili¬ 
tary personnel 
assigned to training 
and others are civilian 
transferees. 

The public inquiry 
last January showed 
that subtracting the 
1,200 military person¬ 
nel (including 500 non¬ 
project staff) leaves a 
total of 1,800 civilian 
jobs, which include 
1,200 managers, con¬ 
tractor personnel and 
trainer staff transfer¬ 


ring to Metrix. 

Hence the 3,000 jobs 
divide into 2,400 
incomers and 600 for 
local people in clean¬ 
ing, maintenance, 
transport and catering. 

Council officers 
know these numbers. 
What’s astonishing is 
they have kept plan¬ 
ning committee mem¬ 
bers like Richard 
Bertin in the dark. If 
Richard had fallen for 
the hype when he 
voted to approve the St 
Athan project, he 
could not have given 


proper consideration 
to the critics’ realistic 
alternative - to cut 
down the size to fit 
within the old RAF 
base and to create a 
direct access from the 
Llantwit-Wick road at 
West Camp. 

Now Richard is an 
‘independent’ council¬ 
lor, let’s see him listen¬ 
ing to Gwyn John and 
other independent 
minds - and accepting 
he was misled.

Council hits out 
at the Assembly 
for ‘keeping mum’ 
on inquiry report 


THE decision by Welsh 
Assembly Government 
ministers to ‘keep mum’ 
on the outcome of the 
public inquiry into the 
compulsory purchase 
orders on land needed 
for the Metrix develop¬ 
ment, has been con¬ 
demned by the Llantwit 
Major Town Council. 

The council opposed the 
CPOs on land “outside the 
wire” of the existing St Athan 
MoD camp. 

They have objected to the 
plans for a new northern access 
road and also for 190 houses to 
be built on farmland near 
Llanmaes. 

The council was represented 
at the inquiry by Coun Gwyn 
John, Coun Bob Gant and Coun 
Ann Matthews. 

Coun Gant has drafted a let¬ 
ter to First Minister Carwyn 
Jones, expressing concern at the

lack of information about the 
outcome of the public inquiry 
which took place in January and 
February this year. 

He said that the local popula¬ 
tion was anxious about the 
“outside the wire” develop¬ 
ments and needed to be reas¬ 
sured that they would not pro¬ 
ceed unnecessarily. 

ACTION GROUP 

Llanmaes and St Athan 
Community Councils are also 
being urged to send similar let¬ 
ters by the joint action group 
that was set up to fight the 
plans. 

Coun Gant asked the town 
council to support the sending 
of the letter. 

He was supported by Coun 
Gwyn John, who said he was 
worried about the failure of 
WAG to publish the inspectors’ 
report from the inquiry. 

He pointed out that normally, 
the inspectors’ report was pub¬ 


lished at the same time as min¬ 
isters issue their decision. 

Coun John stated that WAG 
received the report on March 
26, and he has been told that the 
ministers in Cardiff will not 
make a decision on that report 
until the UK government has 
made its decision on the future 
of the Defence Technical 
College at St Athan. 

Coun John said that people 
were suspicious that something 
underhand may be going on 
because of the non-publication 
of the inspectors’ conclusions. 

The report should be pub¬ 
lished, even if the Metrix 
scheme is not approved by the 
UK government. 

“We should know the out¬ 
come of the inquiry regardless 
of whether the government 
gives it the go-ahead. 

“The answer should be in the 
public domain.” 

Coun John said that the 


inspector was very thorough 
and held a site meeting to see 
the area for himself as a result 
of the evidence given. 

“I feel very strongly that the 
outcome should have been 
announced as promised at the 
end of March. We should write 
to Carwyn Jones.” 

Coun Gant commented that 
outcome of the defence review 
was expected on October 21 
and WAG would do nothing 
until then.” 

MORE DELAYS 

Coun John Clifford reported 
that Vale MP Alun Cairns, AM 
Andrew RT Davies and the 
Vale Council were all chasing 
this decision. 

Coun John felt that even 
after October 21, the outcome 
could drag on, because final 
decisions about training may 
not be made straight away. 

It was agreed to send the 
letter to Carwyn Jones asking 
him to respond.

He said: “It is great news that two of 
the parades are now certain of going 
ahead. However, there is clearly a con¬ 
cern about major events in future years 
and whether they can be held in the same 
way.

ROTARIANS and 
young friends of the 
Llantwit Major 
Rotary Club were 
recently guided on 
a fascinating walk 
along Ogmore 
cliffs, covering only 
200 yards but mil¬ 
lions of years of 
geological history! 

Our guide was Dr 
James Mendelsson of 
Atlantic College, who 
explained that 300 mil¬ 
lion years ago, there 
was no Atlantic Ocean 
and the Ogmore region 
was close to the 
Equator, covered by a 
clear warm sea 
colonised by corals and 
shellfish. 

Over eons of time, 
shell deposits formed on 
the sea floor to great 
depths to become car¬ 
boniferous limestone. 

As Ogmore moved 
north, the climate 
changed and the coral 


beaches were replaced 
by dry desert subjected 
to flash floods which 
washed down Trias sic 
deposits from the dry 
hinterland. 

The Atlantic Ocean 
began to form and the 
climate became milder. 
The land sank and the 
sea covering this area 
gave rise to new marine 
deposits constituting the 
Jurassic era. 

Dr Mendelsson 
explained that it is rocks 
from this period that 
form most of the coast 
of the Vale of 
Glamorgan.

Mendelsson, shows 
upper and lower groups 
of the Rotary party 
standing respectively on 
carboniferous and 
Jurassic rocks and sep¬ 
arated by 150 million 
years of geological his¬ 
tory!

‘TEACH them 
early - keep them 
safe’ was the theme 
of this year’s 
‘School Transport 
Safety Week’ - and 
pupils from three 
Vale schools were 
invited to a road 
safety event at 
Cowbridge Fire 
Station. 

School Transport 
Safety Week is organ¬ 
ised by the charity 
BUSK (Belt Up School 
Kids), and junior school 
pupils at Y Bont Faen 
Primary and Ysgol lolo 
Morganwg, and their 
elders from Llantwit 
Major Comprehensive 
were at the station. 

Pupils were put 
through emergency pro¬ 
cedures that would be 
necessary in the event of 
a crash and were given a 
tour of the fire station. 

Also, one teacher, Mr 
Kevin Francis of the 
Llantwit Comprehensive 
School, was asked to 
volunteer to be the casu¬ 
alty in a car crash. 

He sat in a car and the 
Fire Service gave a fan¬ 
tastic demonstration for 
pupils on how they res¬ 
cue someone from a 
vehicle following a road 
traffic collision. This 
involved stabilising the 
car and the casualty, 
before cutting the roof 
off the car. 

The pupils were given 
a running commentary 
about what was happen¬ 
ing, what they were 
doing and why. 

Mr Kevin Francis was 
very relieved to be out of 
the car and off the spinal 
board. 

He said it was a very 
unpleasant and frighten¬ 
ing experience that he

would not forget in a 
hurry and that to go 
through this for real, 
with a person you love 
very much sitting next to 
you, who is hurt and in 
pain, must be very dis¬ 
tressing. 

The Fire and Rescue 
Service now rescue 
around nine times more 
people from road traffic 
collision than from fires, 
and they left the pupils 
in no doubt as to why 
they should always wear 
a safety belt if provided 
with one, and why they 
should not distract their 
driver, whether this a 
school bus driver or their 
parents. 

“It is much easier to 
rescue the occupants of a 
vehicle if they have been 
wearing safety belts,’ 
said Pat Harris, the 
director of BUSK UK, 

“Sadly, the Fire and 
Rescue Service attend 
road traffic collisions 
where young people are 
injured, sometimes fatal¬ 
ly because they have 
deliberately chosen not 
to belt up.

“What I realise,” said 
Alison, “is how we all, 
without exception, loved 
Barry Island school. We 
share some lovely mem¬ 
ories such as Mr 
Roberts, one of the 
teachers, buying an ice¬

each summer term and 
how, when he retired, we 
sang “Will ye no come 
back again” with the 
words changed to be 
personalised to Mr 
Roberts. 

“The school has 
changed so much since 
we were there - it is so 
colourful and, of course, 
hi-tech.

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‘A more nerve-jangling film would be hard to find’ 

Reynolds stars as thriller 
leaves viewer 'Buried’ 
in tension and suspense 


R yan 

REYNOLDS 
has made 
steady progress up 
the Hollywood lad¬ 
der since first hit¬ 
ting the big screen 
with Van Wilder. 

The actor has dipped 
his toes in a number of 
genres with a variety of 
success; however, his 
role alongside Sandra 
Bullock in the box- 
office-consuming The 
Proposal last year may 
have been the tipping 
point for the actor. 

Next year, with his X- 
Men spin-off Deadpool 
in the development 
stages, Reynolds will 
become DC superhero 
Green Lantern in the 
film of the same name, 
but before he goes big- 
time, the actor puts his 
serious acting skills to 
the test in Buried. 

Reynolds plays Paul 
Conroy, an Iraq-based 
US contractor who 
comes to in a coffin, 
discovering he has been 
buried alive. With only 
a mobile phone, lighter 
and diminishing air lev¬ 
els, can Conroy work 
out why he is in this sit¬ 
uation and find his way 
out before it is too late... 

Using a single char¬ 
acter or single location 
as the main thrust of a 
film is something that 


can be used as a hugely 
effective storytelling 
device - look at 
Castaway, which 
spends two-thirds of its 
running time with Tom 
Hanks and a volleyball, 
or (and perhaps closer 
in kin to Buried) Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Lifeboat, a 
whodunnit set within 
the limiting confines of 
the titular location. 

In these cases, it 
takes great skill to cre¬ 
ate drama and, in the 
case of the latter, sus¬ 
pense, from such 
restrictive foundations. 

This is obviously 
something that Rodrigo 
Cortes, director of 
Buried, thinks is worth 
a challenge, and it cer¬ 
tainly pays off - Buried 
is a maste^iece in 
slow-burning tension 
and drama, managing to 
keep you enthralled 
from the start to the fin¬ 
ish of what is, in 
essence, a man trapped 
in a box. 

Despite the limiting 
set-up, Cortes brings a 
strong visual energy to 
the film, using basic 
techniques that work 
incredibly well. Most 
directors given this set¬ 
up would probably 
struggle to shoot a ten- 
minute film, but given 
Cortes has 95 minutes 
to work with, it is a 
remarkable feat by the

Spanish director that he 
keeps the film so visual¬ 
ly engaging. 

Close-ups are the 
order of the day, as you 
would imagine, but by 
using only the light 
from the mobile phone 
or lighter, it creates a 
wonderful tension that 
sustains throughout. 

Darkness is punc¬ 
tured by the click of a 
zippo or a telephone 
call, sudden moments 
that don’t create jumps 
and scares but rather 
simply amp up the reali¬ 
ty of the situation, and 
Cortes’ camera is 
unflinching in its viscer- 
ality. 

There is also a superb 
degree of scope, the 
camera moving in and 
around the box yet 
never attempting to be 
too adventurous and 
break the sense of space 
it painstakingly sets up 
- aside from one clever 
zoom out that is more to 
do with the scope of the 
situation Paul has found 
himself in than anything 
else, Cortes keeps you 
in the box at all times. 

It is with films like 
this that elements that 
usually go unmentioned 
come to the forefront, 
and the work of the 
sound department here 
is one of those. For 
such a sparse produc¬ 
tion, the sound is the 
crucial component here, 
helping to convey the 
story when all on screen 
is darkness, and the 
creaking of the box, the 
clicking of the lighter 


and phone ringing are 
important elements of 
the overall work. 

Of course, Cortes and 
the sound department’s 
finest efforts would be 
for nothing if the actor 
in the box wasn’t up to 
the task, but thankfully, 
in Ryan Reynolds, the 
right man was found for 
the job. 

While he (presently) 
may be better known 
for his wit and charisma 
than any serious acting, 
Reynolds is absolutely 
mesmerising here. It 
takes a special kind of 
actor to be able to hold 
the screen for the length 
of a film, and Reynolds 
is more than able. 

Conroy is put 
through the mill for 
whole film, and 
Reynolds conveys the 
panic, determination, 
sadness and anger that 
the character goes 
through with a superb 
performance. 

The occasional hint 
of dark humour aside, 
this is Reynolds’ most 
accomplished turn yet, 
and, while there is no 
accounting for taste- 
makers, deserves to be 
rewarded come awards 
season. 

The script, by Chris 
Sparling, is equally as 
strong, cleverly taMng a 
thriller and layering it 
with suspense and 
drama, the stakes rais¬ 
ing as every minute 
passes. It also makes a 
detour into the nature of 
foreign policy and petty 
bureaucracy, those who 
Paul would rely on 
being a mob of suits 
whose goals are less his 
rescue and more cover¬ 
ing their own backs, a 
timely reminder both of 
the dangers of Iraq and 
those who are out there. 

The overriding skill 
of Buried is how such a 
simple set-up can be 
unwound into such a 
taut and thoroughly 
engaging film. This is 
a thriller in the most 
minimalist sense possi¬ 
ble, and highlights how 
a sharp script, clever 
direction and a strong 
lead turn can make for a 
nerve shredding and

Walkers enjoy their 
trip to Bigs’weir... 



SIX walkers joined 
Joy, Bracken and 
Nick on an overcast 
morning for the 
trip up to Bigsweir 
which straddles the 
border between 
Monmouth and 
Gloucestershire, 
where the cast iron 
bridge, built in 
1827 at Merthyr 
Tydfil, was part of 
the new turnpike 
road. 

This was constructed 
between Chepstow and 
Monmouth to connect 
the Welsh and English 
sides of the border and 
the abandoned and 
ruined tollhouse sits on 
the Welsh side. 

Upon their arrival at 
Slip Wood, the wind was 
a little cool but as they 
began their journey 
along Offa’s Dyke Path 
through beautiful old 
woodland at Wyeseal 
Wood, they soon 
warmed up. 

King Offa was the 
Saxon King of Mercia 


who called himself King 
of all England - and the 
first to mint a national 
coin, the gold Dinar. 
But he is best known for 
the construction of the 
long distance earthwork 
in 785AD that roughly 
follows the 

Welsh/English border, 
constructed to keep out 
the marauding Welsh 
with an eight metre high 
ditch on the Welsh side! 

Emerging from the 
woods, open fields led 
them to the Coxbury and 
Wyegate Lane and 
crossing this they fol¬ 
lowed pretty paths with 
high fences through 
Highbury Wood, which 
is a national nature 
reserve. 

The group stopped in 
a meadow overlooking 
the old railway bridge 
across the Wye for 
morning coffee before 
descending to Redbrook. 

Redbrook, which 
changed its name from 
Brocote, has a great 
industrial past as it was 
an important copper 
smelting area and a fur¬ 


nace there used coke for 
smelting iron ore, from 
the Eorest of Dean, as 
early as 1716 - one of 
the first in the world to 
do so. 

Climbing steeply by 
road and track, the group 
entered the aptly named 
Eorge Wood ascending 
to join a road that led 
them up Savage Hill to 
the village of Newland 
that dates back to the 
time of Edward I. The 
massive 13th century All 
Saints Church dominates 
the centre of the village 
and is called the 
‘Cathedral of the 
Eorest’. 

Descending through 
fields to a lane they 
passed tasteful renovat¬ 
ed stone farm outbuild¬ 
ings near Wyegate Hill 
before following an old 
bridleway down to 
Quicken Tree Wood, 
where narrow woodland 
paths covered with fall¬ 
en leaves led them back 
to their start point.

VALE OF GLAMORGAN 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT 2000 
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Back to the industrial past - and a 
bird’s eye view of Ogmore Valley 



O n the Penarth and 

District Ramblers’ first 
walk after the autumn 
equinox, instead of the weath¬ 
er deteriorating, the sky was 
blue and the sun shining as 11 
walkers joined Clive for a cir¬ 
cular walk beginning at Ton 
Pentre, a former industrial 
coal mining area. 

Where the village stands there was 
originally a cluster of platform houses 
or hafodi - small farming buildings 
occupied only during the months of 
summer. Later, this became a farm 
and a few cottages which were known 
as Y Ton (the meadow) and owned by 
their absentee landlord Crawshay 
Bailey, the well-known iron master. 

To distinguish the area from nearby 
Tonypandy, it became Ton Pentre. 

Their initial climb began from a 
residential area and the group left 
civilisation and headed up to Mynydd 
Maendy, where an Iron Age fort once 
stood and was the site of the earliest 
recorded settlement in the area at 
Maendy Camp, which dates from 
between 700BC and lOOAD. 

The themed walk concentrated on 


the sites of several collieries and a 
map of 1770 showed three coal pits 
that were sited on Maendy Mountain. 
With the Rhondda Valley coal produc¬ 
tion at its height. Ton Pentre had 
Maindy colliery started by David 
Davies and his partners in 1864, 
which at its peak employed 1,155 
men, and Eastern colliery, sunk by 
David Davies in 1887. 

These two pits were combined 
under the protection of the Ocean 
Steam Coal Company and were 
worked until 1948 when Maindy 
closed and Eastern followed suit in 
1959. 

Continuing along the edge of 
Tarren Eelen Uchaf, a gentle ascent 
followed and they stopped to look at 
small gravestones along the way. 

Erom there, they could see the 
Ogmore Valley coming into view and 
gazing down on Nantymoel and Price 
Town, they saw where the Wyndham 
collieries were located. 

They continued towards Craig y 
Geifr and the cairn at Mynydd 
William Meyrick, which stands at 517 
metres where the view stretches 
towards the Bristol Channel, Steep 
Holm, Aberthaw, Ogmore, Porthcawl 
and the Somerset coastline. 


Eurther on, they crossed a stile and 
followed a forest path until they 
reached a logging motorway, and fol¬ 
lowing that they turned off through 
some trees and over a small stream to 
begin their descent on Cwm Cesig, 
where they stopped for lunch. 

Continuing on down the valley, 
they crossed open ground that would 
have been the site of the Bwllfa level 
which was opened in 1862 by 
Richardson and Carr, before returning 
through an urban area to their start 
point. 

On October 9, meet at 9.30am at 
Cogan Leisure Centre for an 8-mile 
moderate walk at Machen, Draethen 
and Ruperra Castle; contact Geraint 


on 029 2051 5278. 

On October 10, meet at 9am at the 
Barry Waterfront for a 9-mile moder¬ 
ate walk at Oxwich and Horton that 
was cancelled last weekend; contact

Harrier, who, in 2009, 
received the Capitol 
Shopping Centre 

Endeavour Cup, was 
awarded the more presti¬ 
gious Bob Cypher trophy 
to mark another excellent 
summer of progress. 

Still eligible as an 
international u20 athlete 
in 2011, it will be inter¬ 
esting to see what 
progress the former 
Barry Comprehensive 
product makes on a path¬ 
way which, hopefully, 
will lead on to member¬ 
ship of Team Wales at the 
2014 Commonwealth 
Games in Glasgow. 

Three other Vale 
pupils were mentioned as 
young contenders for the 
Frank Ireland Cup for the 
Outstanding Athlete, an 
award which was pre¬ 
sented to year 10 Ffion 
Bodilly (Ysgol Gyfun 
Glantaf) for her hat trick 
of ul7 high jump victo¬ 
ries at the Aviva Welsh 
Schools’ championships, 
the Aviva SIAB ul7 
international and the 
Sainsbury’s UK School 
Games. 

The trio included two 
exciting year 9 pupils - 
the Stanwell year 9 duo 
of Tom Williams (sprint¬ 
er/long jump) and Matteo 
Holmes (thrower) - both 


of whom made their 
mark in the ul5 age 
group at Welsh level this 
summer. With the Aviva
